- Name of participant{s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Fomi is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The applicant's representative wanted to discuss proposed 
amendment. The examiner advised the applicant to include additional details that would allow to better describe the 
claimed invention as long the newly amended limitations are consistent with the specification (to avoid adding new 
matter). In particular, the examiner noted that the applicant should clarify how the documents are extracted in the first 
step (i.e. based on what criteria), and further It was also suggested to place additional emphasis on the method of 
computing degree of similarity between combinations of the documents, In order to differentiate between the current 
application and existing prior art. 
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
